He Does Not Like the New Tariff 


Legislation, 


BUT IS TOO PATRIOTIC A DEMOCRAT 


To Veto It, Since It is a Step in the 


Right Direction, and Marks the Be- 


ginning of the War Against 


Governmental Favoritism.

Cleveland has written the following 
letter to Representative Catchings, of 
Mississippi, m which he sets forth his 
views of the new tariff law, and gives 
his reason for not approving- the bill:

T. C. Cnlcliings: 


Mr DEAR SIB-—Since the conversa- 


tion I had with .you and Mr. Clarke, of 
Alabama, a few days ago. in regard to 
my action on the tariff bill now before 
me, I have given the subject further 
and most serious consideration. The 
result is I am more settled than ever 
in the determination to allow the bill 
to become a law without my signa- 
ture. 


President Cleveland 


When the formation of legislation 


which it was hoped would /embody 
democratic ideas of tariff reform was 
lately entered upon by the congress, 
nothing was further from my antici- 
pation than a result which I could not 
promptly and enthusiastically indorse. 
It is therefore with a feeling of the 
utmost disappointment that I submit 
to a denial of this privilege. 


I do not claim to be better than the 


masses of my party, nor do I wish to 
avoid any responsibility which, on ac- 
count of the passage of this law, I 
ought to bear as a member of the dem- 
ocratic organization. Neither will I 
permit myself to be separated from my 
party to such an extent as might be 
implied by my veto of tariff legisla- 
tion, \vhich, though disappointing, is 
still chargeable to democratic efforts. 
]!ut there are provisions in this bill 
which aie not in line with honest tariff 
reform, and it contains inconsistencies 
and crudities which ought not to ap- 
pear in tariff laws or laws of any kind. 
Besides there were, as you and I well 
it now, 
incidents accompanying 
the 


passage of the bill through congress, 
which made every sincere tariff re- 
former unhappy, while influences sur- 
rounded it in its latter stages and in- 
terfered with its final construction, 
which ought not to be recogni/ed or 
tolerated in democratic tariff reform 
counsels. 


And yet, notmithstanding all its 


vicissitudes and all the bad treatment 
it received at the hands of pretended 
'riends, it presents a vast improve- 
ment to existing conditions. It will 
certainly lighten many tariff burdens 
;hat now rest heavily upon the people 
ft is^not only a barrier against a return 
of mad protection, but it furnishes a 
vantage ground from which must be 
ivaged further aggressive operations 
against protected monopoly and gov- 
ernmental favoritism. 


I take my place with the rank and 


Sle of the democratic party, who be- 
lieve in tariff reform and who know 
what it is, who refuse to accept the re- 
sults embodied in this bill as the close 
of the war, who are not blinded to the 
fact that the livery of democratic tariff 
reform has been stolen and worn in the 
service of republican protection, and 
who have marked the places where the 
leadly light of treason has blasted the 
counsels of the brave in their hour of 
might. 


The trusts and combinations—the 


communism of pelf—whose machina- 
.ions have prevented us from reaching 
;he success we deserved, should not be 
orgotten nor forgiven. We shall re- 
over from our astonishment at the ex- 
>ibition of power, and if then the ques- 
ion is forced upon us whether they 
hall submit to the free legislative will 
>f the people's representatives or shall 
Lictate the laws which the people 
must obey, we will accept and settle 
hat issue as one involving the integ- 
ity and security of American institu- 
ions. 
I love the principles of true democ- 


racy because they are founded oc 
latriotism and upon justice and fair- 
ness to all American interests. I am 
irond of my party organization be- 
ause it is conservatively sturdy and 
>ersistent in the enforcement of its 
jrfnc iples. Therefore I do not despair 
if the efforts made by the house of 
representatives to supplement the bill 
Blretdy passed bjf tnrtier legislation . 
mid to have «ugnift*d npou H snch 


modifications as will more nearly me*- 
democratic hopes and aspirations. 


I cannot be mistaken as to the nee 


essity of free raw materials ^•^AM 
foundation of logical and sensible tarif 
reform. The extent to which this ii 
recognized in the legisiation alre&d] 
secured is 6ue of its encouraging - 
redeeming features; but it is vexatiouf 
to recall that while free coal andirot 
ore have been denied us, a recent 
letter of the hccretary of the treasury 
discloses the fact that both might Itav 
been made tree by the annual surreit 
Her of only about 8700,000 of unneces- 
sary revenue.' 


I am sure that there is a common 


habit of under-e&timating the import- 
ance of free raw materials in tariff leg- 
islation, and of regarding them as only 
related to concessions to be made to 
our manufacturers. The truth is, their 
influence is so far-reaching that if dis- 
regarded a complete and beneficial 
scheme of tariff reform cannot be suc- 
cessfully inaugurated. 


When we give to our manufacturer* 


free raw materials we unshakle Amer- 
ican enterprise and ingenuity, and 
these will open the doors of foreign 
markets to the reception of our wares, 
and give opportunity for the continu- 
ous and remunerative employment of 
American labor. 


With materials cheapened by their 


freedom from tariff charges the cost 
of their product must be correspond- 
ingly cheapened. 
Thereupon jus- 


tice and fairness to the consumer 
would demand that the manufacturers 
be obliged to submit to such a readjust- 
ment and modification of the tariff 
upon their finished goods as would se 
cure to the people the benefit of the re- 
duced cost of their manufacture, and 
shield the consumer against the exac- 
tion of inordinate profits 


It will thus be seen that free raw 


materials and a just and fearless regu- 
lation and reduction of the tariff to 
meet the changed conditions would 
carry to every humble home in the 
land the blessings of increased com- 
fort and cheaper living. 


The millions of our countrymen who 


have fought bravely and well for tariff 
reform chould be exhorted to continue 
the struggle, boldly challenging to 
open warfare and constantly guarding 
against treachery and half-hearted- 
ness in their camp. 


Tariff reform will not be settled un- 


til it is honestly and fairly settled in 
the interest and to the benefit of a 
patient and long-suffering people.

CHICAGO, Aug 28.—The morning ses- 


sion, yesterday, of the National Labor 
commission was of little interest. At 
the afternoon session Mr George M. 
Pullman appeared as a. voluntary wit- 
ness. 


The president of the company which 


bears hi» name said the reasons for re- 
ducing wages were purely a matter 
business, as the manufacturing de- 
partment was losing money. He saw 
no reason why the company, althoagl 
it had this year declared a dividend o: 
$2,800,000, should raise the wages of 
men in a department which was losing 
money. As to matters of detail th 
witness referred the commission to 
Vice-President Wickes, who followed 
him on the stand. 


Mr. Pullman explained that the 


clause in the lease which provides tha' 
either party may terminate it by giv 
ing ten days' notice, was for the pro- 
tection of the Pullman company, sc 
that it might exclude all objectionable 
characters. 


"What is the capital of the Pullman 


company?" asked Chairman Wright. 


"Thirty-six million dollars." 
,"It is stated in the public press tha 


the Pullman company ha% a surplus o 
816,000,000?" 


"It is more than that," said Mr. Pull 


man. "This represents individual pro) 
its, and is for the most part invested 
in assets. 


"Are the dividends you pay based on 


a capital of $36.000,000?" 


"They are. The dividends are 2 pe 


cent, quarterly. The company hab pai 
dividends since the beginning. Fo 
three years it paid 3 per cent quarter 
ly, and for a while 9K per cent, annu 
ally." 
"It is said it had been the practic 


of the company to reduce wagus from 
time to time, and if so, \v ill you tell us 
of such reductions?" said Mr. Wright. 


"I am not familiar with the daily 


•workings of the town of Pullman. 1 
will have to refer the commission to 
the seoond vice-president for those de- 
tails. I will say, however, that for en- 
tire months we did not have an order 
for a car. I realized that unless home- 
thing were done there would be suffer- 
ing at Pullman, and after a consulta- 
tion with Vice-Pre-.ident Wickes I de- 
termined to make bids under the actual 
cost of construction. 
We did this, 


and I remember the first srder was 
for fifty-five cars. I put in a bid for 
these 
cars at from 
8300 
to 8400 


below the cost of a car, making up 
my mind to make this contribution 
rather than see my men idle. I believe 
many other car builders in the country 
felt the same way. As evidence of 
this the next lowest bid to mine was 
J34 higher than mine. On another oc- 
casion I bid for a lot of 2.">0 cars at a 
loss of $15 on each car, preferring todo 
thi* rather than see the freight shops 
closed. I underbid the next competitor 
only one dollar a car. It cost us about 
STioioOO to keep the men in work sf long 
a* I did. I explained all this to Mr. 
Heathcole, the leader of the strikers, 
•who said to me: "We want the wages 
of *93.' I informed him that was im- 
possible: I told him it would be a most 
tinfortunate thing if the wages of '9J 
•were restored; that there was only six 
or eight weeks' w irk here as it was, 
and there was none in sight at {he rate 
on which the wages of '93 were bawd." 


Mr. Pullman then said he told Mr. 


Heathcole that as long as he remained 
/ in the employ of the company he could 
/ 
have access to the highest officials and 
' 
could even see the books if he pleased. 


"Were the books, as a matter of fact, 


•hown to the strike committee?" in 
quired the chairman. 


"They were not, because the men 


made no, effort to see them." 


"Are

"Sot a great deal. I don't have 


time." 
"What attempts, if any, did you 


make for a sati*lactory adjustment o; 
the trouble* at Pullman?" 


"An answer to that will come better 


Irom Vice-President Wickes."

the strikers who looked for a settle 
tnent of the troubles, and that yon sale 
yon bad nothing to arbitrate."

Jndffe Worthington then took the 


witness in hand. He asked if the Pull 
man Land association was a separate 
corporation from the Pullman Car Co, 


Mr. Pullman replied that it was en 


tirely so. The latter company owned 
400 acre* on which the town was boil 
and the improvements thereon. The 
•toekholdera of the two companies were 
about the same. There was, however 
DO community of interest.

Mr. Pullman then related his experi- 


ence as an inventor and projector oi 
the modern sleeping car. Under ques- 
tioning by Judge Worthington he made 
the following statements:

iy instructive, for while the gas- 


tric juice by itself was able to digest 
ninety-four per cent, of the egg albu- 
men in the space of eight hours, when 
tea was added the proportion digested 
was reduced to sixty-six per cent., 
while when a decoction of coffee was 
mixed with the albumen the gastric 
fluid was only able to digest sixty-one 
per cent., or less than two-thirds of the 
nlbuiuea. The digestive power of the 
gastric juice appeared to vary with the 
strength of the infusion, the disturbing 
effect being less when the solutions of 
tea and coffee were weakened. The 
professor is of opinion that the dele- 
terious effect produced fat due to the 
tannin which is extracted during the 
process of making, and not to the pres- 
ence of thein and oafleln, and he men- 
tions that tea which has not been al- 
lowed to stand more than two or three 
minutes is less injurious because a 
smaller quantity of this undesirable In- 
gredient, tannin, has been produced 
khan when it is boiled up or left in con- 
tact with the leaves for a considerable 
length of time. But it should be re- 
membered that the weaker infusions, 
besides containing less tannin, also con- 
tain less of all the poisonous properties 
sontained in the tea leaf and coffee 
berry, and that it is not only the ob- 
noxious tannin which is thus kept hi 
subjection. — Scientific American.

mountain four miles high. This, it is 
plain to be seen, is because the force 
of the earth's attraction is much less 
on the mountain top than it ia at sea 
level. 


The Moon and the Bain. 


Prof. H. A. Hacen, la Science, vol. 


xx, No. 613, shows that the full moon 
undoubtedly has power to disperse 
clouds and thereby to prevent rain. He 
refers to researches at New Haven, 
Conn., from 1E7S-80, which show that 
there was "nearly a half more rain just 
before and after new moon than full 
moon." He compotes the data for rain- 
fall at Philadelphia, Pa., for the fif- 
teen years, 1871-85, and for the ten 
years, 1882-91. "In the first period of 
fifteen years there is a preponderance 
of rain at the time of the nev moon. 
In the second period for the three days 
about each phase the result is similar 
to Prof. Merriman, though the differ- 
ence of two inches between new *nd 
full moon IA very slight. When we take 
the five days about each phase, how- 
ever, we see that the new moon has 
thirteen and a half inches more rain 
than the full." The observation of 
Prof. Hazen confirms the general be- 
lief that the full moon has the power 
i of driving away cloud*.
